World Heritage Grimeton Radio Station to air on UN-Day 
After an extended period of building maintenance, World Heritage Grimeton Radio Station 


has scheduled their station using the callsign SAQ to be on air on UN-Day, Tuesday 
October 24th, 2023, at 15:00 UTC. It is planned to send out a peace message to the whole 
world, using the 200kW Alexanderson alternator from 1924, on 17.2 kHz CW. There will 
be some test transmissions on Monday, October 23rd, between 11:00 to 14:00 UTC. During 
this time, SAQ will be on air shorter periods of time, when they are carrying out some tests 
and measurements.
